whiting, wax or soap so the combing will stand 
up better. 



It is said that a teaspoonful of saltpetre 

dissolved in a pot of glue will deodorize it and 
i^use it to dry faster and hold better. 



Now is a good time to secure jobs of paint- 
ing or varnishing floors. Peats' Durable Floor 
Paint and Marless Floor Finish will make unsightly 
floors "blossom like the rose." 



Never allow "a poor job" to leave your 

hands, even if you lose money by doing it right.

Varnish for interior work should dry dust- 
free in four hours, and become entirely dry in 
twelve hours. A varnish for outside work should 
be dust-free in six hours and dry in from eighteen 
to twenty-four hours. 



The mission of paint and varnish is to 

preserve and beautify. Paint may preserve a 
surface when it is put on in a haphazard manner 
by an amateur, but if beauty is to be present the 
skill and taste of a good decorator must be secured. 
Indeed, the decorator has a large place in modern 
life. 



Mildew seldom appears on a surface that 

is covered with hard-drying paint. The coarser 
the paint pigments are the more readily does 
mildew appear. A paint containing one-fourth 
zinc oxide and three-fourths white lead resists 
mildew much more effectively than pure white 
lead. 



Remember, a pure, high-grade article can- 
not be sold at the same price as an adulterated one 
Still the best is cheapest in the end.

Everybody knows that water will soften 
and dissolve glue, yet many put glue-set brushes 
in water and expect them to hold. This is im- 
possible, and glue-set brushes should never be put 
in water. 



A good liquid for thinning oil graining 

color may be made as follows: Turpentine, one- 
half gallon; boiled linseed oil, two and one-half 
pints; japan drier, one-half pint. Put all the 
liquids in a can, shake, and your thinning liquid 
is ready for use. 



Poor painting is often a matter of poor 

brushes — brushes that have not been properly 
cared for. Twisted bristles and misshapen ends 
will cause paint to cover poorly, and always de- 
face the surface with brush-marks. Buy the best 
brushes only, and when you put them hV use, see 
that they have proper care. 
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Kalsomiue should never be spread on the 

same as oil paint, but criss-cross, which will cause 
the surface to have a solid appearance. Work 
fast, and be sure you do not leave any "holidays." 



The paint that for the longest time will 

put off the necessity for repainting is, in the nature

Water stains in plastered walls andj/ceil- 

ings may be quickly killed by the application of 
Kilstain, a new material that we have recently 
put in stock.

indication that the apartment needs ventilating to 
permit this dampness to pass off. If allowed to 
remain, the luster of the varnish will surely be 
dimmed, and, in time, totally destroyed. To 
avoid this, wash with clean water, being sure to 
use only the cleanest sponges and chamois.
